WOULD UNIVERSAL CURRENCY 
SOLVE ECONOMIC PROBLEMS? 


Sir Phillip Gibbs, distinguished English journalist, once 
wrote that he never had difficulty discussing economics with 
experts after he established one fundamental fact firmly in 
mind. The most important thing to remember, he said, was that 
money only represented goods and services. 

No matter how many currencies we have, money still, in 
essence, only represents goods and services. We hear much 
these days about the difficulty the sterling area is having in 
obtaining dollars, preferably American dollars. The reason, 
of course, is that the USA has the most goods and services to 
sell. But she refuses to take payment in kind; she insists on 
gold or dollars. 

Obviously the only way countries like Great Britain can 
get dollars is to sell their own production (goods and services) 
where payment is in dollars. That is not possible if the poten- 
tial customer refuses to buy. 

The United States does not wish to buy, she wants to sell. 
The question arises just how long such a process could continue. 
The equally obvious answer is just so jong as the other impov- 
erished countries of the world wish to obtain her goods—and 
can find the wherewithal! to do it. 

A far more interesting question intrigues us. What ob- 
jection have the economists to a universal currency? 

Prohably some technical ones, as well as quibbies. 

But we mean basic obstructions translated in terms of 
goods and services: universal exchange of those products 
native soil or ingenuity produces best-——world trade in the 
broadest and best sense, unfettered by such artificial hinder- 
ances as exchange. Would uniform currency help? 

Today it is the custom to talk in terms of “One World.” 
We would be further on the road to achieving it if, instead 
of talking in ideological terms—and just talking—world states- 
would comsider such barriers to free intercourse as multi- 
form language and money. 

We do not profess to know the answer Nor even if there

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WORLD IMPORTANCE 


London Metals Meeting 
Features Alberta Oil 


Alberta’s vast oil discoveries took the limelight at meet- 
ings of the fourth mining and metallurgical congress which 
opened in London, England, this week. 


British metallurgist Sir Henry 
Tizard told delegates from all over 
the Commonwealth (including 14 
Canadians) that the new discov- 
eries in Alberta may prove part 
of one of the world’s largest oil 
fields 


He also mentioned the new iron 
deposits in Quebec and Labrador 
as important to the steel industry 
of North America 


Sir Henry had good reason 
to mention the Alberta oil re 
serves. For the first four 
months of 1949 Canada’s oil 
production has nearly doub- 
led (from 8,169,600 in first 
four months of 1948 to 6,395,- 
400 this year), and most of 
that increase has been from 
the Alberta fields. 

In April this year Alberta pro- 
duced 1,714,000 barrels of oil com- 
pared to 702,000 last year. Out- 
standing increases were shown in 
the Leduc sector with an increase 
from 179,600 barrels to 892,000 
barrels, and at Redwater which 
blossomed forth as a new oil field 
with 843,500 barrels. Turner Val- 
ley, once the oil centre of the west 
dropped from 385,700 barrels to a 
measly 111,900 barrels 

The interest shown by the Lon- 
don conference in Alberta's oll re 
veals the world-wide significance 
of the western fields 

Military and economic experts of 
all nations have long been aware 
that if the cold war ever breaks 
into a shooting war, Alberta oil 
will be a vital reservoir for mili- 
tary operations 

And if the peace-time economy 
continues Alberta oil will be a 
valuable asset in a world of dim- 
inishing of] supplies

Former Desert Land 
Yields Rich Timber 


EDINBURGH, Scotland — A 
piece of Scottish land — six miles 
long and two miles wide — at Cul- 
bin, near Nairn, on the Moray 
Firth, given up for centuries as a 
useless desert has just given its 
first yield of rich timber. 


In future it will supply large 
quantities of pit props for United 
Kingdom mines, and within a few 
years this six thousand acres waste 
of rolling sand will become one of 
the richest forests of Britain. 


It has taken man 28 years to un- 
do the damage wrought by a gale 
in a single night in 1694. For gen- 
erations back in Scotland's history, 
Culbin the granary of Moray- 
shire — was a flourishing agricul- 
tural area.

Canada's Wide Open Spaces 
May Be Haven in Wartime 


In the event of an atomic war, Canadians may be thankful 
for the great open spaces of their countryside. 
According to military experts dispersal of civilians away 
from bomb targets is likely to be the keynote in any future Air 
Raid Precaution scheme for the dominion. 


This month stocky, popular 
Major-General F. F. (‘Fearless 
Freddy”) Worthington, Canada’s 


civil defence co-ordinator, will re- 
turn from Europe after a two- 
month study of civilian ARP 
schemes in Britain, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark and Switzerland. 

Prior to leaving for the U.K. in 
May, Gen. Worthington talked over 
civilian defence plans with U.S 
authorities 

The ideas and plans he brings 
back will probably provide the 
basis of Canada's civilian defence 
organization. 

At the present time most mili- 
tary authorities favor dispersal of 
civilians away from likely A-bomb 
targets in any future conflict. 
DISPERSION 

Although bomb-shelters for the 
average-sized Canadian city will no 
doubt be planned, the bulk of the 
population will probably be pro- 
tected by dispersion. 

In addition to civilian dispersal, 
industries, military installations 
and government offices will be 
spread out over the country side. 

Bomb-proof shelters in the cities 
would offer considerable protec- 
tion against the atomic bomb, par- 
ticularly against fire, radiation, 
falling masonary and other haz- 
ards 

But the cost of providing 
shelter for all citizens of @ 
large city would be enormous 
and it is not likely that the 
government would embark on 
such a costly project. Further- 
more few Canadian cities have 

“natural” shelters like the 

Underground tube stations in 

London and other European 

cities. 


The solution then to most ex- 
perts, appears to be dispersion into 
small groups all over the vast 
spaces of the Canadian terrain. 
Some idea of the cost in atomic 
bombs to knock out a major power 
with concentrated industries was 
given by one U.S. expert as 6,500 
bombs. (He based his calculations 
on damage in Germany, using as 
a basis the fact that one atomic 
bomb is equal to about 4,000 tons 
of conventional bomb damage. 


CRIPPLING BLOW 


Although the urban population 
of a major country would not be 
completely destroyed by an 
A-bomb war, the bombs would be 
used to knock out major industries 
and cripple the nation’s war effort. 


Another phase in civilian protec- 
tion is the possibility of gas attack 
or germ warfare. 

In this case, dispersal would be 
the ideal solution for both gas and 
germ warfare would not be nearly 
so effective in the open spaces of 
the countryside. 


The defence research board, 
under Dr. O. M. Solandt, has 
tackled many of these problems in 
connection with atomic, gus and 
biological warfare. Particularly 
important has been the work of 
military medical authorities in de- 
velopment of anti-bacteria serums, 
anti-gas equipment, decontamina- 
tion work, fire-fighting, etc. 


At any rate Canadians may soon 
have a co-ordinated, organized 
plan for the protection of the 
nation’s civilian population.

Medical Officer 
Warns Against 
Smallpox Dangers 


To.most people, smallpox is a 
virtually unheard of disease that 
everyone gets vaccinated for and 
never contracts. The only connec- 
tion of most people with the dis- 
ease is the round vaccination scar 
on arm and leg that was given in 
school. 

A warning that smallpox im- 
munization may not be sufficient 
in pre-school aged children was 
sounded by Edmonton's medical 
officer Dr. G. M. Little, recently. 

With only 52.3 per cent of pre- 
school children protected by vac- 
cination, the disease could easily 
reach epidemic proportions if it 
broke out in the city, Dr. Little 
claimed. 

The number of children re- 
maining without immunization 
was of “grave concern” to the 
city health department, ac- 
cording to Dr. Little, in a re- 
port to Dr. G. H. Brown chair- 
man of the board of health. 
However, Dr. Little was optimis- 

tic that the voluntary scheme of 
vaccination has proven more com- 
plete than in areas where immuni- 
zation is compulsory. 

Most children are vaccinated or 
innoculated against diphtheria 
soon after entering school. 

No serious disease outbreaks 
have been reported in Alberta for 
this year, provincial health auth- 
orities revealed, last week. The 
only major epidemic was an out- 
break of measles which reached a 
peak of more than 500 cases. a 
week during early June.

The fact that Canadians are sav- 
ing more and spending less seems 
to indicate to many observers that 
Canadians are keeping an eye on 
future south 
and at the same time are putting

away their money for a rainy day. 


At the Investment Dealers As- 
sociation conference held at Min- 
aki, Ontario last week, it was 
pointed out that within 15 years 
Canadians have tripled money in 
savings accounts and three times 
as many people have bank accounts 
running into four figures. 


Although the saving is good 
security as far as individuals 
are concerned, too much sav- 
ing may weaken the economy 
by (1) reducing demand for 
consumers goods and (2) dry- 
ing up sources of investment 
to provide new capital. 

Some experts are of the opinion 
that the saving is of a temporary 
nature. They claim that when 
prices fall from their present high 
level many people will bring out 
their savings to buy goods at lower 
prices. 

The main weakness with this 
argument is the fact that as prices 
drop, confidence also drops and 
the tendency may be to save even 
more before the recession hits rock 
bottom.

But, as was pointed out at the 
Investment Dealers’ conference, 
the current low levels and drops in 
the stock exchange are in direct 
contrast to the progress of busi- 
ness and industry. In the three 
years, 1947-48-49, expenditures by 
business _ undertakings alone 
amount to seven billion dollars. 


Delegates to the conference ad- 
mitted that the present prosperity 
cannot continue indefinitely but 
that at the same time no depres- 
sion compared to the 1929-33 
debacle was foreseen for the fu- 
ture. 


Canadians and people of other 
countries who have their eye on 
the U.S. economy may have taken 
hope*at the 11-point program that 
President Truman set down before 
congress this week. 

“STRONG AND HEALTHY” 


In an attempt to squash lack of 
business confidence and fear of a 
depression, the president told con- 
gress the economy “still is strong 
and healthy.” 

Among his recommendations the 
president suggested reduction of 
business taxation in favor of death 
and gift taxes, lengthening of time 
limits on loans, raising of mini- 
mum wage, and other measures to 
boost domestic production, 

At the same time federal reserve 
board reports in the U.S. showed 
production in May had dropped by 


about 10.7 per cent from last 
November. Although production 


was dropping to some extent, most 
of it was concentrated in the steel 
industry which produces capital 
equipment and durable goods for 
the building of new factories. 

If production and sale of con- 
sumers goods kept up, the 
economy could still continue to 
operate at its high level.
